MANY FOR THE GAIN 
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The Power Compan 
and the Farmer 


Electricity is said to be the coming 
power on the farm. “The Hydro-Elec- 
tric Commission is endeavoring to 
supply power to the farmer from their 
lines and at the same time to establish 
atminimum rate for such service. Tt 
finds that where its own lines can be 
drawn upon, two horse-power can be 
secured at a cost of $100 per annum. 

A two horse-power motor has the 
capacity to provide light for house and 
barn, operate a cream separator, pul- 

r, staw cutter, pump the water, etc, 

‘he cost of motor, installation, etc., 
would mean an initial ontlay of about 
$200, besides the cost of machinery to 
be operated. 

The Seymour Power Company have 
decided to offer the service as describ- 
ed above for $75 per annum to groups 
of farmers within its territory. Sev- 
eral farmers in Seymour East are 
accepting their offer. The growing 
necessity for more farm help may be 
partially met by the use of electrical 
power on the farm. Every farmer 
within the territory where such power 
can be secured, should consider wheth- 
er or not the service rendered is worth 
875, plus interest and the cokt in- 
cidental. to installation.—Campbell- 
ford Herald. 


7 the Law 
Against White Slavery 


Ottawa, April 28.—Hon. C. J. Do- 
herty. Mivister of Justice, has given 
notice of a bill: to amend the criminal 
code, The chief amendment proposed 
is with a view to further stiffening the 
law against the white slave traffic. 
Penalties including provision for the 
lash against procuring for immoral 
purpeses are made more serious. The 
new law will be practically the same 
as now obtains in Great Britain. And 
by aclearer wording it will render it 
more easy to secure a conviction.

lt consists of a false floor, which 
may be constructed in front of the 
counter or whatever other part of 
the shop or office a thicf might be 
expected to stand upon. This floor, 
which covers a pit, is supported by 
projecting pins, which can be with- 
drawn into their sockets by means 
of a lever worked by a brass rail on 
the shopman’s side of the counter 
and running along the whole length 
of it. - The floor. being set free to 
fall, the thief upon it sinks quickly 
into the pit, alighting upon spring 
or pneumatic shock-absorbers, that 
he may not be injured.

TO GET GREAT HORSEPOWER. 


\Lay Trial Tidal Plant at Sehleswig- 


Holstein, 


Millions of horsepower are going 
to waste which the sea could. fur- 
nish us if only some practical way 
of running a tidal plant could be 
found, says the Polytechnical Re- 
view. The idea is in the air at pre- 
sent and there are several projects 
in hand which are likely to be taken 
up before long. One of these is 
brought out by Engineer Pein, of 
Hamburg, and he proposes to lay 
out two large basins on the | sea 
coast in Schleswig-Holstein. Two 
tidal basins are used and the water 
takes a swift flow between the ba- 
sins on somewhat the same plan as 
has been used on a modern scale 
and for running as large a plant as 
the 5,000-horsepower one which he 
is now designing. Part of the work 
is already done by a 1)4-mile jetty 
in the sea connecting with Nord- 
strand island. The basins will have 
2,500 and 1,000 acres surface and

power turbines, ten in number, 80 
as to have 6,000-horsépower. This 
is only a trial plant, and should it 
succeed a much greater amount of 
power can be obtained in this way 
by using larger basins and in 
greater number, as the sea will give 
an unlimited amount of power.

Ill. All refuse which tends in any 
way to fermentation; such as bedding 


straw, paper waste and vegetable mat- 
er covered 


with lime or kerosene oil. 
Screen all food. 

Keep all receptacles for garbage 
covered and the cans cleaned 
rinkled with oil or lime. 

Vi. Keep all stable manure in vault 
or pit screened or sprinkled with lime, 
oil or other cheap preparation. 

VII. See that your sewage system 
is in good order ; that it does not leak, 
is up to date and not exposed to flies. 

Vill. Pour kerosene into the 
drains. : 

_ EX. Cover food after a meal: burn 
or bury all table refuse. 

xX. Resin all food exposed for sale. 
XL Screen all windows and doors, 
especially the kitchen and dining- 


room. 

XIL. Burn a powder in 
the house to kill the flies. 

XI. Don't forget, if you see flies, 
that their breeding-place is in near-by 
filth. It may be behind the door, un- 
der the table or in the cuspidor. 

XIV. If there is no dirt and filth, 
there will be ne flies. 

XV. If there is a nuisance in the 
neighborhood, it would be advisable 
to write at once to-the Health Depart- 
iment.

Apparently, they figure that the peo- 
ple have to use the care anyway, ap 
that even if they have to walk half 
mile or a mile to reach them, the ratte 
way will get ite fare anyway, and it may 
as well get the fare for a short run as a 
long one. As a result the city has been’ 
obliged to build short spur lines in vari- 
ous wget eections for local traffic.

have to pay two fares to get to the cen- 
tre of the city. The Street Railwa 
is also soientifically and systemat 
starving ite eervice on existing lines. 
uses no more cars than it can possibly 

et along with, with the reault that there 
is overcrowding at almost any hour of 
the day, and every day of the week, in- 
cluding Sundays. Of course the Railway 
Go. is entitied to run ita service aa eco- 
nomically as it can for the purpose of 
making ae much money ae it can while 
ita franchise laste.” That franchise will 
expire in eight years, eight years which 
the Mayor describes as yeare of perapec- 
tive misery, which he wants to avoid. 


~- Mayor Hooken wae the originator of the

Realizing that inability to secure 
the use of well-bred male animals is at 
the present time one of the greatest 
difficulties standing in the way of live 
stock development in many parts of 
Canada, particularly in the newly 
settled districts, the Department of 
Agriculture, through the Live Stock 
Branch, is this year undertaking 4 
widespread distribution of pure bred 
stallions, bulls, rams and boars. 
original cost of the animals will be 
borne by the Department and the 
will be placed in the hands of suc 
local organizations as — to the 
conditions governing the distribution. 
In a word these sires will remain the 

roperty of the Department, but the 
ocal associations will be responsible 
for their maintenance and manage- 
ment under the general supervisision 
of Officers of the. Live Stock Branch. 
In the case of stallions, the members 
of the associations will also be uir- 
ed to pay a fee covering an annua in- 
surance premium, 

It may be added that it is not the 
intention to place the animals in dis- 
tricts where suitable male animals of 
the same class are already owned by 
private individuals. The aim is rath- 
er to aid sections where pure bred 
sires are lacking and as well to encour- 


age new communities in following 4 
proper and intelligent system in 
reedin 


All bulls distributed will be purchar- 
ed subject to the tuberculin test and 
only stallions which have passed @ rig- 
id Veterinary inspection for soundness 
will be selected. 

In order to take advantage of this 
form of assistance, it will be necessary 
for interested parties, in any section, 
to undertake the organization of 
local association in whose hands such 
sires as are required may be placed.

Septic Sore Throat. 


During the last two years there 
have been several epidemics, in 
widely separated regions, of a new- 
ly recognized disease that has some- 
what puzzled the physicians. It is 
a very severe form of sore throat— 
severe in its/local symptoms, and 
also in its constitutional effects. 

It begins with a chill, and next 
in. order appear high fever, muscu- 
lar soreness, dull headache, and 
sometimes nausea and vomiting, 
The patient cannot swallow without 
pain, and 4he throat is much con- 
gested and swollen. 

The inflammation is soon followed 
by a whitish exudation on the ton- 
sils and the back of the throat that 
looks much like the membrane of 
diphtheria.. The disease is not 
diphtheria, however; it is caus 
by a germ of the same family as 
those that caiise septicaemia, or 
blood-poisoning, erysilpelad, . boils, 
and various.other familiar forms of 
inflammation. 

‘The whitish coating sometimes be- 
comes detached; in that case it 
leaves a raw, suppurating, and ex- 
tremely painful surface that heals 
very slowly. The glands in the neck 
and under the jaw also become 
swollen and tender, and the swel- 
ling of the tonsils and other parts 
of the throat is sometimes so great 
that it actually prevents swallow- 
ing and threatens suffocation. . 

In ordinary cases, the symptoms 
begin to subside by the end of a 
week, and the patient gradually re- 
covers, although his strength does 
not return for another week or two.

DIDN'T LIKE DRUNKENNESS 
The Late King Edward's Temper- 
ee ance Influence. 


Though he was not a total ab- 
stainer no one contributed more to 
the cause of temperance than did 
the late King Edward VII. He was 
very sparing in the matter of sti- 
mulants, and entertained an in- 
tense horror of drunkenness. It is 
mainly attributable to the social in- 
fluence which he exercised upon 
English life, from the time of his 
marriage, in March, 1863, until his 
death, in 1910—that is to say, for 
nearly half a century—that inebri- 
ety has gone out of fashion, and 
that hard drinking is no longer 
countenanced. Intoxication is now 
regarded as being bad form in the 
banqueting hall of the peer or great 
territorial magnate, as well as in 
the back parlor of the small shop- 
keeper, in the smoking room of the 
smart London club and in the cafe 
or barroom of the suburban inn or 
city gin-mill. The old saying of 
“drunk as a lord’’ has no longer 
any meaning, thanks to King Ed- 
ward. All will remember the me- 
morable letter written in his name 
by his private secretary, Lord 
Knollys, expressing the wish, as 
monarch, that the royal. toasts, 
which are obligatory at most mili- 
tary “and naval messes, should be 
drunk with mineral water by all 
those of the officers who for one 
reason or another objected to alco- 
hol. To-day the number of officers 
in the British army who are total 
abstainers is very large, and the 
battle of Omdurman, which crushed 
the Madhi ard restored the 
Soudan from barbarism to civiliza- 
tion, was won .by Lord Kitchener 
with an absolutely teetotal force.

The published memoirs and let- 
ters of Baron Desgenettes; the chief 
army surgeon who accompanied Na- 
poleon’s expedition to Egypt, throw 
a fresh light upon some of the great 
man’s characteristics. He had con- 
demned several of his grenadiers to 
be shot for looting, and in speaking 
of the matter ‘to Desgenettes, he 
said : 

My <entence on the grenadiers of 
the Thirty-second Regiment cost me 
dear, but I was obliged to make it. 
How can you reasonably question 
that a man, to whom the state 
sometimes entrusts the lives of a 
hundred thousand troops, has the 
right to punish such offenses as he 
deems fit? 

I convicted these grenadiers be- 
fore punishing them. When I 
seized Antoine by the collar, and 
said to him, ‘‘Come, you miserable 
wretch, and let me confrorit you 
with your accomplices,’’ he was 

| confounded. But what men! Fel- 
llows to win a battle by themselves! 
'Did you see how they died? Like 
| Caesar's soldiers, they showed their 
laffection for me, their general. 
One of their comrades went ta 
\drink with them in prison, and re- 
marked, ‘‘Perhaps there Was some

: On the Farm 


The calf may be left with the cow 
for three or four days or until the 
milk is fit for use. The calf should 
then be taken away and placed in a 
separate stable, if it is possible, as 
the cow will give leas trouble if she 
cannot see her calf, writer Mr. J.-C. 
McNutt. 

By missing one feed, the calf will 
usually be hungry enough to start 
to drink readily and will usually 
give little trouble when it finds the 
bucket contains milk. Four pounds 


of milk per feed three times a day with crate feeding. The birds, 


for the first ten days will give the 
calf a good start when a small 
amount of skim milk may be substi- 
tuted for s part of the whole. milk, 
the amount of the skim milk being 
increased, so that when the calf is 
@ month old it is getting skim milk 
entirely. When the calf is two 
weeks old the feeds may be changed 
to two per day with the amount of 
milk increased, as the calf shows 
ability to handle it. After three 
weeks the calf will begin to eat a 
little grain. An excellent grain 
mixture for calves is made of corn- 
meal, oats and wheat bran in equal 
parts, with a little linseed meal ad-

INTERESTING STORY OF CANA- 
DIAN COMPANY'S DEVEL- 
OPMENT. 


The Russell Motor Car Company 
has had long experience in the eell- 
ing and. manufacture of — cars. 
Starting as agents for other makes 
of cars, this company proceeded to 
build up a plant in Canada, manu- 
facturing cars in this country.

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DISAPPEARANCE OF PEOPLE 


SCOTLAND YARD POLICE GIVE 
THE FIGURES. 


Bee 


More People “Went Down” on the 
Titanic Than Were On 
Beard. 


Since the year 1907 Scotland Yard 
returns show that altogether 170,- 
472 people have been reported miss- 
‘ing in the Metropohtan (London, 
| England) Police area. Of this num- 
ber 167,212 have been accounted 
for, some either returning voluntar- 
ily to their relatives or being res- 
tored to them by the police. Bat 
the most remarkable thing about 


and; these figures is the fact that 3,260 


people have absolutely vanished. 
Their-stories may never be known. 
It is as though the population of a 
village had entirely disappeared in 
the short space of six years. 

In 19?f 25,955 person® were re- 
ported missing. Of these 10,416 
were discovered by the police and 
18,075 returned on thejr own ac- 
count or were traced through the 
efforts of friends and _ relatives: 
This leaves a total of 467 still unac- 
counted for. Taking an average 
over the six years, one person 15 
London every day has vanished ne- 
ver to be seen or heard of again. 

These are cold official figures. 
They convey nothing of the deep 
romance surrounding many of the 
individual cases. 

Loss of memory plays a very large 
part. rs who have studied 
this curious mental state have put 
it down to the delirium of speed 
which is such a factor in modern. 
Under the great strain of ner- 
yous tension the brain breaks down 
temporarily and the mind becomes 
a blank. ve 


The Craving for Adventure, 


The public haa been alarmed of 
late at the number of young girls 
who have figured among the report- 
ed-missing. In a proportion © 
these cases there may be real cause 
for apprehension. But the police 
are satisfied that in the peer, 7d 
the disappearnce is intentional, be- 
ing the outcome of a craving on the. 
part of the modern young girl for 
adventure. These adventures, are 
naturally surrounded with grave 
dangers for those who take part in 


” 


in the care of their relatives. In 
order. to avoid very just.admonition 
the culprit often resorts to invent- 
ing an ‘“‘abductor.”’ . 

Neither is this an entirely modern 
feature. 

Early in the eighteenth century a 
girl named Elizabeth Canning dis- 
appéartd from her home and evad- 
ed all efforts to discover her. She 
returned after a month. Her story 
was that the gipsies had stolen her. 
For this certain gipsies in the dis- 
trict were brought to trial, and two 
of them were sentenced to death. 
After further investigations . pend- 
ing the execution they were re- 
prieved and Elizabeth herself was 
charged with perjury. She wae 
found: guilty and sentenced to 
transportation for a period of se- 
ven years. ico 

It was suggested then that the 
girl fabricated the story in order to 
avert punishment. There seems 
little doubt that neurotic young 
girls of to-day who leave home in a 
state of hysteria resort to a similar 
plan to avert parental wrath. 


Sick of Formality. 


An interesting case of past_years, 
in which boredom with the conven- 
tialities of society caused a man to 
vanish was that of Waring, who 
figured in a poem of Robert Brown- 
ing, entitled. ‘‘What’s Become of 
Waring?’ Waring was a great fig- 
ure in the social life of the time. 
One day he was absent from his 
usual haunts. He was never heard 
of nor seen by friends for some 
twenty. years. Then a friend dis- 
covered him by chance abroad, and 
Waring explained that he had sim- 
ply become sick to death of the re- 
strictions which social etiquette and 
formality placed upon his move- 
ments. 


An M.P. Who Vanished. 


Another celebrated - disappear- 
ance of the past was that of Mr. 
Jasper Pyne, M.P. ‘for West Water- 
ford, who took a ticket for Ireland 
and was never seen or heard of 
again. The disappearance of Gri- 
maldi’s brother was equally mys- 
terious. Grimaldi was playing at 
Drury Lane in the year 1803. His 
brother called for him at the stage 
door and together they went to the 
greenroom. Grimaldi left him there 
for a moment to talk to some 
friends, When he returned his bro- 
ther had gone. Grimaldi never saw 
him again. 

As the vears have passed it has 
become a much more difficult task 
for people to cut themselves entire- 


ly adrift from the circle in which | 


they have lived. Wireless tele- 
graphy, better police organization, 
and, above all, the newspaper pic- 
tures have made the path of those 
who are anxious to disappear no 
easy matter. More people are dis- 
covered to-day in their efforts to 
vanish than was the case a few 
years ago.

It Was Quite a Common Thing in 
the Middle Ages. 


This mode of capital unishment 
has not long ceased in Narobe, and 
is probably still in use in other 
parts of the world. As early as the 
first century of our era the Ger- 
mans executed thé meaner ° and 
more infamous criminals by plung- 
ing them in bogs and feps. Tn the 
Middle Ages executing by drowning 
was 60 common that gran of the 
right to inflict capital punishment 
ran ‘‘with pitand gallow.’’ The pit 
or well was for drowning female de- 
linquents, but the penalty was 
sometimes inflicted on men. The 
doom of the parricide was to be tied 
up in a sack and cast into the sea. 
Drowning seems to have been re- 
garded as « miki form of the death 
penalty, for in the year 1566 a man 
convicted of theft and sacrilege was 
sentenced to be suffocated by water, 
“by the Queen’s special grace.” 
At this date the penalty had grown 
nearly obsolete in England, but in 
Seotland it survived until 1685. 
The last execution in Switzerland 
was in 1652, in Austria 1776, in Ioe- 
land 1777, and in Russia early in 
the eighteenth century. One of the 
most eccentric modes of inflicting 
the oan was vin Saxony 
in the year 1734. A woman __con- 
victed of child murder was sewn up 
in a sack, along with a cat, a dog 
and a snake, and then thrown into 
the water and drowned. \

MAKING TOBACCO “HARMLESS. 


“pisintoxication” Said to Do Away 
With All Ill-Effects. 


For many years Dr. Parant, of 
Lone-le-Saunier, France, has been 
fascinating problem

properties of cortain elements, es- 
pecially aluminum. The tobacco is 


moistened with an aluminium solu- 
tion, is allowed to dry, and is then 
smoked 


What happens! Parant’s theory 
is that, thanks to the elevation of 
the temperature, the aluminium 
which has remained-fixed upon the 
tobacco, after the evaporation, 
forms with the nicotine a highly 
inetable aluminate of nicotine, 
which breaks up almost as soon as 
formed into the inoffensive sub- 
stances, carbone dioxide, nitrogen 
and water vapor. 

According to his experiments the 
smoke loses from 50 to 60 per cent. 
of its normal -toxic content—on the 
condition always, which seems to be 
indispensable, that the tobacco, on 
leaving the aluminium -solution, 
should be dried at the rather high 
temperature of 70 to 80 degrees cen- 
tigrade. When dried at a lower 
degree the destruction of toxic ele- 


ments by combustion is much less , 


complete. 

Parant’s method of procedure is 
very simple. In the case of tobacco 
it is merely moistened with the pro- 
per solution, For cigars it is bet- 
ter to inject the solution by means 
of a syrimge and then dry them at 
slightly elevated temperature on a 
porcelain stove or by similar means, 
in order to eliminate the acetic acid 
employed to dissolve the aluminium 
in ‘the catalytic solution.

MENAGERIE CRAZE. 


Keeping Wild Animals the Latest 
Fad in England. 


Few people visiting Cobtree Man- 
or, Maidstone, England, a stately 
old country house, woukl imagine 
that they had alighted on the larg- 
ext private menagerics of caged 
animals in England. It belongs to 
Mr. Tyrwhitt-Drake, who is the 
honorary-secretary of one of the 
strangest clubs in existence--the 
Amateur Menagerie Club—an ©x- 
clusive organization, with Lord Lil- 
ford as its president and the Ear! 
of Altramount as vice-president 
It is devoted to the purpose of en 
couraging the keeping of wild am- 
mals and birds of private indivi 
duals. 

The menagerie at Cobtree Manor 
includes two lions, four lonesses, 
four bears, three leopards, five 
wolves, four dingoea, two jackals, 
two camels, two foxes, a spotted 
hyena, a sacred Indian bull, and 4 
number of strange cattle and birds.

Splendid London Restaurants are 
Work of a Disgusted Artist. 


It chanced that, to satisfy the 
inner man, one morning in the 
eighties, I strolled“into a dirty— 
to me, repellant—little London res- 
taurant, writes Joseph Lyons in the 
Strand Magazine. These unappe- 
tizing establishments were almost 
invariably small, being limited to 
the capacities for cooking and serv- 
ing of the man and his wife, with, 
perhaps, one or two waiters. The 
were dark, stuffy little places, of- 
ten infested. with cockroaches; and 
as for their kitchens, they were 
things liable to cause nightmares— 
anyway, I prefer not to tell of them. 
The city clerk who wanted a snack 
had to pay 8-cemts for a cup of cof- 
fee or tea, a 2-cent tip and 2 or 4 
cents for a bun. 

Well, on the occasion to which I 
refer, I entered the said ‘‘restau- 
rant,’’ ordered the least uninviting 
dish I could hit upon, and turned 
things over in my mind during the 


unconséiously long time I had to; 


wait for the arrival of my repast. 
In a flash it came to me that I had 
discovered a simple, unsupplied 
universal want—clean and decent 
fare in bright and congenial sur- 


roundings at a reasonable price. 


And there and then was laid the | 


foundation stone of a business 
which now feeds more than 500,000 
men, women and children—a busi- 
ness, too, which finds work for near- 
ly 16,000 employes, which possesses 
950 branches (the number is stead- 
ily increasing. both in London and 
the provinces) and which has no 
fewer than 12,000 agents through- 
out the country selling our 
‘wares.’ Yes, in a small way— 
and I write it with due humility— 
a chance visit of a discontented art- 
ist to a dirty restaurant has exer- 
cised a considerable influence, in- 
deed, over the lives of a very large 
section of men, women and. chil- 
dren in Great Britain.

Won't Tolerate Heckling. 


This peint illustrates a great difference 
between a Canadian political meeting and 
one held in Britain. In the old country 
every speaker, no matter what his rank 
or standing, from the Prime Minister 
down, must expect to put up with heck- 
ling. In fact \they expect it and many 
of the most successful speakers thrive on 
it. The heckling is generally to the 
point, but to an unexperienced speaker 
it muet be disconcerting.

tions. It will resemble, on the whole, 
Hereford Cathedral in England. The 
length of nave 165 feet, the height of nave 
63 feet and the width of- nave 69 feet 
being practically identical in the two 
cathedrals. But the mighty tower which 
will be only eight feet lower than “Big 
Harry’ of Canterbury has been patternod 
after the great tower of Durham Cathe- 
dral. The nave, crosaing and transept of 
St. Albans, which will cover 200. square 
feet more than’ uaryée, crossing and tran- 
eept of Exeter’ Cathedral, will be exactly 
the same area ae that portion of Here- 
ford Cathedral west of the chancel arch, 
The interior will be simple and severely 
classical.
